The statement in part 
follows; 
“We have berm charged with killing 
Ex-Governor Steunenberg with a dyna­ 
mite bomb. 
Our trial is to begin May 
9. 
The details 
of the assassination 
have 
been published 
broadcast for 
more than a year. 
The press of the 
country, especially of that section of 
Idaho w h e r e 
we will be 
placed on 
trial, has bitterly denounced us and 
the Western Federation of Miners, to 
which we belong. 
“We were not In Idaho for years be­ 
fore the crime Mas committed. 
Un­ 
der the law we could not he extradited 
from Colorado. 
But we were arrested 
on a perjured affidavit charging that 
we were in Idaho at the time of the 
commission of the crime and that we 
immediately fled from the state and 
on this perjured affidavit the govern­ 
ors of Idaho and Colorado kidnapped 
us In the night, refused us a chance of 
appenl to the courts and brought us 
on special train 1,000 miles from home 
and into a state and community syste­ 
matically poisoned against us by news­ 
papers and officials.

have been 
confined in jail fourteen months and 
denied hail while constantly demand­ 
ing a trial,

“Our case In about to be reached 
and the president, of the United States, 
in no way Interested, officially or o h- 
erwise, sends two letters broadc, J, 
I over the

us with 
guilt 
and crime. 
These 
are 
repub­ 
lished In every paper In tho land, and 
especially every paper In Idaho. 
The 
governor of Colorado adds words of 
spite and venom 
to the president’s 
and says that we are not only guilty 
of the crime charged, but many oth­ 
ers, too. 
“lf we are about to be tried In court 
every law-abiding 
citizen should do 
everything In his power to cool tho 
passions of man, rather than add fuel 
to the flames.” 
“ Martial law will not be declared in 
Boise unless disturbances should oc­ 
cur ann make such a s*ep necessary,” 
said Governor Gooding when shown a 
statement that It was his Intention to 
place Ada county under martial law 
at the commencement of the trial of 
William I). Haywood.
